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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant states the cited portion of Ogg '808 reference at Col. 19 lines 27-45 is not supported by the uderlying provisional applications. 
Therefore, the applicants respectfully submit that Ogg '808 is not available as priot art for the cited concept and the rejections should be 
withdrawn. However, the Examiner respecfully disagrees. Regardless whether the cited section of Ogg at Col 19, lines 27-45 is 
supported by it's underlying provisional applications, the Examiner's rejection is not based on the cited section at Col 19, lines 27-45. The 
Examiner cited Ogg Col 19, lines 27-45 to merely show that Ogg discloses performing multiple passes virtually, and it is obvious that if an 
action can be performed virtually then that action has to be based upon a non-virual action. Therefore, it would have been obvious at the 
time Ogg's provisional applications have been filed that an envelope can be physically put through a printer multiple times. Furthermore, 
the Examiner's rejection depends on the disclosure by Thiel (U.S. Pat No. 6,389,327) that states multiple physical passes under the same 
printhead. Therefore, by combining both Ogg and Thiel it is obvious that printing an envelope in multiple passes is taught.. 
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
